FFICIALS who bear the burden of carry-

monished about their extravagance in bonding 
for public improvements. La Crosse is not the 
exception. It is. of course, the duty of public 
officials to observe strict economy and prudence 
'n their handling of public monies. 
But could 


their adverse critics be compelled" to assume the 
re?pon.=ibiltiy ,of city management, they might 
alter their views. 


It i? often said city officials should avoid 


bonds because the interest account runs high. 
We are told, for instance, that La Crosse's inteV- 


e?t account is ?12r;.nnn a year. 
Plainly 
we 


could ri" lots in the way of city improvement 
w<th ?123.ono. 
However, the city official has 


no simple formula for the solving of this prob- 
jem 
Thoro are. two ways in which city 
im- 


provements could be paid for, one by bond- 
ing, and the other by paying as we go each year 
out of that year's taxes. 
Taxpayers who are 


inclined to wince at S123.000 a year paid in in- 
terest would gasp if they were compelled to 
pay out of pocket for the improvements which 
this city requires in order to keep step with its 
normal growth. We are building today toward 
3 city of 50-odd thousand ten years hence. A 
niggardly policy of public improvement would 
be fatal to the future La Cros.se and a betrayal 
of posterity. 


It may be said in passing that the interest 


payments of the city are not the loss to the 
taxpayer which they appear to be. By paying 
this interest, the principal, raised by bonds, re- 
mains in the possession of the taxpayers, and if 
they are prudent the chances are that they are 
earning with it in the aggregate a sum consid- 
erably larger than the interest payments of the 
municipality.

There may be re- 
trenchment brought about by war and its after- 
math, but no matter how high taxes go, they 
never come back to lower levels to stay. 
The 


progress of civilization is enabling us to do 
more and 
more things better and 
cheaper 


through collective agencies such as government, 
and the greater and wider 
the service ren- 


dered by government, the higher the cost. We 
may as well expect to be taxed substantially 
and the measure of merit relating to the taxed 
had better be whether or not we get a run for 
our monev.
